In particular, MPEP §2429 
states (emphasis added): "Single letter amino acid abbreviations are not acceptable within the 
Sequence Listing but mav appear elsewhere in the application .'' Thus, applicants are required 
to replace single-letter amino acid abbreviations with three-letter abbreviations in the 
Sequence Listing only.
